Report on tlio admimstratiozi of llie Tonk State Police for tlae year 1336 
PasU ( Isfc ^^ovamber 1928 to 31st October, 1923 ), by It. J. Pitzpatrick, 
3Ss quire. Inspector General of Police. 

I have been in charge of the police throughout the year. There have 
been no changes in the charges of Superintendents during the yea^ though 
X do not believe in frequent obanges because an oiBoer who does net know 
his district is much handicapped. I howover consider keeping odion'3 too Ion j 
in. one district a drawbaok. Three now posts of Circle Xnspootdrs were created 
during the year to fill a long felt want, one eaoh for imhahera, Obhabra, 
and Aligarh, the pay of these posts were made up from savings from the 
conversion to outposts of P. S. Gordhanpura in Tonk, Patna in Ghhahra, 
and Ramania in ITlmbahera ( which were eonsidered superfluous ). These 
posts were filled by the promotions of the fi3llowing Sub-inspectors. 

1. 'Subinspector Rahmat Shah, 

2. Subinspector i^brar Ahmad, and 

3. Subinspector !K.hwaja Hlusain. 

XJuring the year G, X. ^hwaja Husain was appointed Hazim of Aligarh 
and his post was filled by the promotion of Subinepeotor !N’aaarulla Klhan. 

C. I. Abdul Uadi who was found unfit to carry on the duties of a Circle 
ICnspector any longer was ^vin 6 months poy as gratuity, hia post was 
filled by the promotion of Subinspectoi* Ahmad Xlin. The posts of 3 other 
Subinspectors were abolished and from the savings so effected a new grade 
of XXeadconstable on Ss 20/— was created. The officBrs appointed to this 
grade are being used as prosecuting officers and readers to Superintendents 
in Par^anas. 

CoirniTioirs of the vbab. 

The total failure of the Rabi crop, the partial failure of the Monsoons 
and the outbreak of foot and mouth disease amongst cattle might normally 
have been expected to lead to-on abnormal moreose of crime, the figures for 
the year, however, show a very small increase. Racoities and Robberies 
actually show a decrease: the increase has been wholly in eases of burglary. 
The e conomical distress has not been got over yet and I anticipate a fur-*' 
ther increase of offences against property chiefly in Sironj and Chhabra 
Pargauas this year, '

1506 Persona were arrested as against 1705 last year. Of these 1378 
wem challanod; 9S released by the police; and the cases of 3C remained 
pending at the close of the year. Of the persons ohallancd 841 were 
convicted; 17© acquitted; 47 compounded and tho cases of 28 0 remained 
pending at the close of the year. 9 were made over to other* States; 
15 nvo under arrest in othei’ States; 3 died during course of trial; and 
1 escaped from Judicial lookup. The peroentago of persona arrested to 
challancd ie 91 % against 90 % last year and the percentage of poraons 
convicted to challaned is 61% against 69% last year, Tho porcentago of 
acquittals is 13 against 12 lost year. Prom these results it is clear that 
there is a great deal of room for improvement both in investigatioj^ 
and pi'oBQCuting work. In going through special diaries from tim^j to 
time that liave come before mo 1 have found serious ommisBions la the 
chain of evidence required to bring the charge homo satisfactorily to 
the accused, and yet these cases have passed through the handB of Super-, 
iutendants and Prosecuting Inspectors withaut any objectiouB boin^ 
raised. Supermiendonta must pay far more attention then they do to 
this important matter. The long dekye in disposing of enscfi an tho 
Magistrates' courts is a contributory feature, coupled with tho fact that 
some magislratos ate much to ready use the powers given to them 
section 497. The indiseximinate releasing of 4iccufiC(i persons on bail in 
nonlrailable^ cases has a hud effect on withesaes for tho prosecution. 
Section 497 I, P, C. contemplates three posibilities namely;-

Last year I had oecc^sion -fco bring thia impoitant part of police 
work to the notice of Superintendents but not much notice appears to hav<i 
been taken. I have again drawn the '^tentioniof Supeiintendents to this 
nnd pointed out inj-fche ease of Tonk .Pargana thntlil joy insti-uctions had 
been carried out and action under this section taken I y. the city police 
against bad charactora of the city, the crime wavo which occurrtd in 
November and December would ha-ve been n-voided. The most important 
^art of a S-fcation Offioei'a* wort as surveihence and the pi'opor use of the 
preventive fcctiona, and his powers under tMa Bec^tionhonstitute a powerful 
weapon for good or ilL Comparing the Nil statement submitted byithe 
State PoUcG and the fact that over ^jOfTO persona were proceededl^againBt 
in tho United Provinces duri-ng the same period, it will be clearlyirealiaed 
that the State Police are not discharging their duties under the preventive 
sections in a^atisfactory manner. I have now given very clear instructions 
the subject and hope both invest igating^and prosecuting Officers wifi 
use their powers under the proventivo sections.

BufHcicnt groand for cultivation lacing unavailable. 1 have applied for a 
further grant of land; and if this is sanctioned the condition of the 
Mogbijas bo improved. -A s things stand at presen t^ they ai'e heavily 
involved with the Seths OTving to the failure of the crops at Sironj for the 
past two years; the plots at their disposal arc not sufficient to moot the debts 
and their wants on account of increasing fnmilieK. The result is tliat Jf 
they arc not given further roliof they will resort to their old habits of 
committing crime.

SubinspectorB, XXead constables and constables have been trained in 
Pingcr Impression taking. 1 have also -arranged to send two Armed 
Police Constables for tiaiiiing to-tho Pegimont at Dcoli as drill Xns— 
tructors. Beciuita on appointment are posted to the Peserve where 
they are put through a thiec monthfi' course of law and drill, before 
being posted to police stations. Though I have not been able to bring 
the coumo up to the required stnndaid, much inprovoment lias been 
made. 00 recruits were trained in this manner in law, drill, and impres-
